UNWHOLESOME TINNED MILK—ANOTHER 

PROSECUTION. 

Dr. Clark, Medical Officer of Health, prose- 
cuted ina case in which a Chinese shopkeeper 
at 43, Wing On Street, was chorged with selling 
and exposing for sale tinned milk ino tainted 
and unwholesome state, rendering it unfit for 
human food.’ : 

Mr, Hastings, who appeared for the defondant, 
tendered o plea of not guilty. 

Inspector Mills, Sanitary Department, was 
called, Ho said ho visited 43, Wing On Street, 
on the 10th inat. at 2-20 p.m.; the place was o 
murine store. Witness hod goneral anthority 
to enter all premises in No. 5 health district in 
pursuance of ‘his duties. Six tins of milk wore 
exposed for sale on the counter at two cents 
er tin. Witness did not purchase any. The 
defendant and two fokis ware in the shop, The 
usnal price of a tin of milk was twonty-tro, 
conts, An examination of the tins showed that 
they were blown, On the first floor ‘witness 
aftorwards found oleven and a half ‘cases of 
tinned milk, all blown.» Tho dofendunt 
told witness that ke bought the ~ milk 
in a snle-room, aud gave forty-itve gents a case 
forit. A case contained four dozen tins. One 
of the tins was sold in the. afternogn, the 


dofendant himself said. 


By Mr. Hustings—Witness did not ask who 
the milk. He did not go into the 
house sulely to look for bad mills; he went there 
on visitation duty. He was of opinion the 
milk was bad because tho tins were blown at 
both ends. Witness hud not opened any of the 
tins before reporting to the Medical Oflcer of 
Heatth. ‘Twenty-two cents was the:price of the 
post tinued milk; witness’ was net aware that 
tinned milk could be bought at ten cents, but it 
could at ‘fifteen cents, retail y ico, and- might 
at that bo in a fit state for consumption. 
‘Defendant told witness that he had sold one 


| tin for two cents. * 


Dr. Clark went ‘into the witness box und | 
eortifiel that the tins wpe for-sale on the 
counter, which he cause to be oponed in the 
shop at 43; Wing On Street, contained milk 
uniit for human food. The tins in the cases 
wore in a similar state. : rf 

This was all the evidence. 

Mr. Hastings askod his Worship to discharge 
the defendant. Dr..Clark had told, them that 
the fact of u tin being blown was not vonclusive 
proof that the milk was in“ bad dition; 
and, forther, befére the defendant cokld . be 
convicted under the Ordinance guilty lmow- 
ledge would have to be shown. It \ras 
quite conceivable that milk might be bought 
hy auction, as the defendant's had been, ht 
avery cheap rate, and not’ be at all unfit for 
humon consumption. No evidenco had ben 
adduced to show that the defendant knew the 
milk-was had, or that he had opened any ©! the 
fins. From their external appeurance, Zhere 
were io indications that: the tins contained 
ungound milk, and although -facts had been 
proved which throw suspicion on the defendant's | 
possession of the milk, suspicion wag not. suf-. 
ficient to justify-e conviction. 2

“In 
Japan, thanks’ to’ a dull silk season end 
the ‘continuanw _of_ excessive imports, the 
balance of trade has remained ndverse, with a 
consequent export’ of gold. There is no 
‘appearance. at the present juncture, of a reduc- 
tion in the national expenditure, which would 
sowgrently strengthen the financial . position, 
aud, in the nbsenco of that desideratum, another 
forign loan wonld appear to be the only, means 
of replenishing the cosh reserves of the country. 
‘As regards our interest in Manila, the bank has 
no'politics: but we must recoynise in the re- 
election of a Republican. President a determina- 
don: to continue the mastery. of the United 
Statey in the:Philippines, with consoquent 
protection to. life'and property. Under » wise 
and strong coutrol those fertile ixlands will 
Prove a most satisfactory dependency, but the. 
inaab.tauts must le clearly taught that 
the Government, will be continnyns, aud thet 
there is. no intention of abandonmeént and 
consequent relapse inte barbarism. I ao 
notthink thatthe Americans have ever fully 
yesponsibility in this matter.
